Tbo oonRoriupiiC J is that llio trado for 
tho u.OBt part IoUb iuto f reign bauds 
and, worso Btill, paja no duty of 
custotup. li taoilecommunioatioo were 
Mtablisbcd botwcci Naraimo and Al- 
berni, tbo former wruld bueomo tbo 
baeo of supply for tho trade of tho West 
coast, aud lliOB that tiaao would not 
ouiy bo Becorcd to tho Frovinco, but 
It would pny a jost tribute to the 
Federal Exchequer, It needs no words 
irom na to show that Rucli a 
f-alt would preiilly benefit Nunuimj 
Victoria, Briiish Colunibia uud tbo 
Domiuon of Canada, But tbo coiumer- 
ciai advanlQgoB, altbongh fluISoiently 
great to justify the neoeseary expendi- 
ture, stand not alone. Indeed it is 
qoestionablo whether tho uommercial 
advantages wi uld not bo secondury to 
othertj wbicb wu fihall proceed briefly to 
point out. it, hi43 been buid that a road 
conneotiDg ]Nlaniiicuo aud Alberni would 
cnt Vancouver island through tho mid- 
dle. It would open up a coontry little 
known, but said to bo valaab'o both in 
point of agricultural and mineral rc- 
B inrcoB and beauty ;of scenery. Such a 
road w«uld form a base ot operaiion.r, 
EC to speak, whence cxploratiou and set- 
tlement rnigblradiato, and it, would bo 
tho first step towards opening up what 
is Btill tk terra incoijnita, but what wo 
are aisured, isifesiuied to bocomo tbu 
fansy Bcono of imiudtry and tho hoppy 
huniB ol tbou^dudtj,— of Which it shall 
yot bo isiid that

It \i neither 
just to Britioli (Juluinbiii nor lu the Dominion 
QovertiinLnt to pL-nnit Hid ^roivth of a (griev- 
ance BO well calculatoil lo injure the ouo ahd 
bring discredit upon the other; nud if there 
la in this Province anyone autboriaod to act 
in the mntttcr, we would respectfully recom- 
mend prompt and dccisivo action. If there is 
no oi.'e hero oslitled to interfere, surely it i-i 
tho duty of someone lo aeijuaiiit tho Kederi.l 
nulhoritii'3 with (he trim I'ui.ilii ion of all'airs.
